Latrobe, Pa., July 6.—Eighteen were 
killed arid many fatally injured on the 
Ligonier Valley railroad when a pas­ 
senger train carrying picnickers was 
bat king into VVilpen through a misun­ 
derstanding of their orders 
The accident happened at the fair 
grounds about one and a half miles 
from Ligonier. The accident was caus 
ed by a double-header freight, which 
trashed into the rear coach of the 
pas enger train, telescoping several 
(ars. 
But one passenger on the train 
escaped Injury. 
The coaches contained a large num­ 
ber of children, who were being taken 
by Miss Matthews, a nurse at the 
home of George Henft, president of the 
Jgonier Valley railroad, for a day s 
outing. 
All the children were either 
killed or sustained severe injuries. 
The dead are: Frank McConnaughy, 
engineer, scalded to death under en­ 
gine; Fireman George Byers, cut in 
two; Engineer Smith Beatty; Fireman 
John Akney, mangled under engine; 
Louise Rowdy, aged elevenj Elizabeth 
Rowdy, aged fourteen; Samuel Brown­ 
field. four years old; George Toysh, 
aged sixty-eikht years, a wealthy far­ 
mer; Mrs. Harry Dillon, twenty-four 
years old, and her one-year-old baby; 
Miss Ed tut I. aged twenty; Miss Goon, 
aged twenty, and a number of boys, 
aged from four to six years, uniden­ 
tified. 
The freight engines ploughed clear 
through the wooden coach, crushing It 
as it would an eggshell. The roach 
was ripped to pieces. 
All the occu­ 
pants were hurled to the roadbed; 
some fell In the path of the engines, 
while others were imbedded partly in 
the cinder and stone ballasting. 
The first engine of the double-head* r 
pulling the freight train stopped after 
it had passed through the passenger 
i f»ach, turned halfway around and fell 
over on its side. 
Conductor Charles I?. Kuhn, of the 
* asscnger train, leaped and received 
a broken leg. 
Engineer Dunlap aud 
Fireman Frank Byers, of the jrassen- 
s.er train, stuck to their posts and 
were uninjured. Dunlap and livers are 
the only persons Known to have been 
t i the wrecked train who escaped In- 
jury. 
Farmers near the scene of the acci­ 
dent and men who were at work at the 
Denny race tra»k went to the as-i-t- 
ant e of Engineer Ifiinlap and Fireman 
Byers, who were pulling the dying and

A chain was attach­ 
ed to the valve, and it is now believed 
that the explosion resulted when Mel 
vin Vanlman found that the Akron 
would not descend and pulled the line 
to release the expanded gas.

When the regent needed money 
he ordered bills to be engraved md 
used them at will—regardless of the 
fact that there was no real cash In 
the treasury to meet the bills when 
they should be presented. 
A mm 
walking a tight rope over Niagara falls 
Is engaged in a safe and sane busi­ 
ness compared with this money-mak­ 
ing scene of Philip’s. 
And 
when 
the crash came poverty swept the Imd 
like n plague. 
Philip was the nephew 
of 
King 
IfZMits x iv . of France. 
He began life 
with splendid prospects. 
He 
was 
brilliant, brave, of attractive personal­ 
ity m d with strong talent as a states 
man md soldier. 
But In youth bls 
tutor, Dubois (whom 
he 
afterward 
made prime minister 
of 
France), 
taught him to sneer at morality md 
goodness and to revel in a life of 
low dissipation. 
In spite of these 
drawbacks Philip made a name 
for 
himself. 
He was so flue a general 
md so successful in France's wars 
that Loula XIV. grew jealous of his 
fame m d withdrew him from the field. 
Next he plotted to seat himself on the 
Fipsnlsh throne. 
And again court In­ 
fluence checked him. 
So be devoted 
himself to the study of chemistry, in­ 
cluding the art of preparing poisons. 
And soon afterward nearly all 
the 
heirs to the throne of Franc# suddenly 
died. 
Philip wan accused of poison­ 
ing them in order to gain the crown 
himself. 
He denied this snd demand­ 
ed a trial. Old Louis XIV., who bated 
him, refused Phttip even this doubt­ 
ful chance to clear himself. 
When Louis XIV. died, In 1715, the 
next heir to the throne (Louis XV.) 
was only five years of age. 
Philip 
(brushing by the obstacles Louis XIV. 
had raised against such an act) had 
himself declared regent of the king­ 
dom untU the new king should be of 
age. 
Ha found France In an almost 
bankrupt condition through the late 
king’s extravagances, snd he tried to 
start rn era of prosperity. 
Instead, 
he started rn avalanche of misfortune. 
John Law (a gambler, who had been 
forced to flea from Scotland for duel­ 
ing and who had been expelled from 
two continental cities as an “unde­ 
sirable”) came to Paris and suggested 
to Philip a scheme for wiping 
out 
France's national debt and putting 
the country, financially, on it* 
feet 
Th# Idea, roughly, was this: 
To establish a 
state 
bank 
that 
should bandle all public funds md to 
run It In connection with a company 
for exploiting Louisiana and the rest 
of the Mississippi region. (New Or­ 
leans wee named in honor of Philip.) 
The shores of th# Mississippi 
wars 
supposed to be lined with rich gold 
md silver mines. 
Th* boom began. 
Shares that wars 
issued st $100 ran up to $4,000. 
Law 
promised annual dividends of ISO par 
cent on the stock. France went money- 
mod. People clamored for a chilies to 
Invest In the wonderful scheme. law 
paid the dividends In treasury notes, 
which may or may not hive hod soma 
genuine value. 
But whatever value 
they had was st once ruined by Philip, 
who proceeded to print paper money 
In huge quantities for his own use 
snd for other purposes, without both­ 
ering about the fact that there was 
not nearly enough real money la Ute 
bank to Justify IL 
Everybody had money (made of pa­ 
per.) 
Beggars 
bought 
mmsiona 
Servants drove In gilded coaches. Pot 
erty seemed abolished. 
And as pspef 
money flooded the country the price 
of everything from soup to diamonds 
rose with IL 
Calico, for Instance, cost 
sa much as had silk. 
But no one 
cared. For everybody seemed to have 
plenty of pater currency. 
A few wise people tried to “cash In" 
their pater notes for gold m d silver. 
Philip quickly stopped this by declar­ 
ing It illegal for m y one to possess 
more than a certain amount of genu­ 
ine money and by punishing those who 
tried to get rid of their paper notes. 
Then, all at once the scheme fell 
flat. 
The ' Mississippi Bubble” burst. 
Panic raged. 
Thousands were impov­ 
erished. John Law fled the country. 
Philip alone escaped md lived on 
In dissolute comfort 
He died In 17S3, 
aged 49, hi* health prematurely shat­ 
tered by the wild life he hod led.
